California's U. S. Senatorship 


" {Was Thrown to Wolves by AFL 


Backers of Anti-Labor Knight 


One perfectly good U. S. Senatorship thrown to the wolves! 

That's what happened in the November 2 election. 

For upon AFL political leadership working for the anti- 
labor Knight and Powers rests the responsibility for the defeat 
not only of Graves, pro-labor candidate for Governor, but 
also for the defeat of Yorty, pro-labor candidate for U. S.

Analysis of the figures brings this out plainly.

The big-population counties which may be classed as in- 
dustrial, where the labor vote is of very great importance, are: 
San Diego, Los Angeles, Santa Clara, San Francisco, Contra 
Costa, and Alameda. Graves lost in all of those counties ex- 
cept Alameda county, which he AND Yorty carried. 

Yorty lost in all of those industrial counties except Ala- 
meda and the smaller industrial county, Contra Costa. 

It should be noted that the industrial county, Alameda, 
where the AFL mate the most united stand for BOTH Graves 
and Yorty, is the one industrial county where BOTH Graves 
and Yorty carried. In San Diego, Los Angeles, Santa Clara, 
and San Francisco, where the official AFL poiltical leadership 
had cast in its lot for the reactionary Republican Knight for 
Governor, yet supported: the pro-labor Democrat Yorty for 
Senator, Yorty lost along with Graves. 

The results in those industrial counties is not surprising. 
If the AFI. political leadership puts its major effort into elect- 
ing a reactionary Republican for Governor, it’s inevitable that 
his ynfortunate liberal Democratic “running mate” is bound to 
suffer.
